purposes of the reviewer it has already run its 
course — and there has been little about it to bring

We have had neither a good } 


nor a particularly bad season; back play in this 
country, at all events, can never have been at a 
lower level, and the fact that England, Wales, and 


Ireland came out’of the international tournament | 


a triple tie is almost sufficient comment in itself. 


Yet how little separated any of 
these countries from a Triple 
Crown! It needed only an Eng- 
lish try, then an: Irish try made 
into a2 goal, both scored by for- 
wards at TwickenHiam, to cast 
down the hopes of Wales and 
England; and Ireland were robbed 
of a prize they had not won for 
forty years when Wales surged 
up with seven points in the last 
six minutes at. Belfast. 


Only fifty-nine points were scored 
fn the ‘six international matches, 
few more, that is, tham Ireland and 
England scored between them at 
Dublin last season, and the main 
reason was to be ‘found in lack of 
scoring power rather than ‘admit- 
tedly sound defensive play. 


There can have been few seasons 
when the unexpected has cropped up 
so persistently. In most cases the 
most likely reasoning was to arrive 
at a logical conclusion and then re- 

- verse ity ‘the confusion of the pro- 
phets began with the victory of Cam- 
bridge over Oxford in the University 
match and had become worse con- 
founded by the time the Royal Air 
Force routed the ‘Army. and 580 pre- 
served the Services Championship to 
the Royal Navy.
